Proceedings of the Convention. 


St. STEPHEN’s CHURCH, A? 
Tuesday, June 8, 1886. 

The Ninety-Sixth Annual‘ Session of the Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the Diocese of Rhode 
Island, assembled for Divine Service in St. Stephen’s 
Church, Providence, at 10 o’clock, a. m. 


After singing the 93d Psalm, the Communion Office was 
begun by the Rev. Prroy Barnes, of St. Barnabas’s 
Church, Apponaug, the Rev. Grorer McCuetuan Fiske, 
Rector of St. Stephen’s Church, Providence, reading the 
Gospel and the Nicene Creed. 


Hymn 202 was sung, after which the Convention Sermon 
was preached by the Rev. W. W. Ayrgs, Rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, Wickford, from Ephesians iv., 4-6: 


“ There is one body and one Spirit, even as ye are called 
an one hope of your calling: 

One Lord, one faith, one baptism, 

One God and Father of all, who is above all, and through 
all and in you all.” 


The Bishop was assisted in-the Communion Office and in 
the Administration by the Rev. Grorgr McC. Fiske and 


the Rev. Percy Barnes.

The Committee to which was referred the proposed 
amendments to the Prayer Book, reported as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The Committee to whom was referred the consideration of the changes 
in the Book of Common Prayer, proposed in the last General Convention, 
beg leave to present the following report and accompanying resolutions: 

While they regard some of the changes proposed as unadvisable and 
others such as should not be passed in their present form, yet the greater 
number they consider as eminently wise, meeting both the demands of 
the time and the wants of the Church. 
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Your Committee are strongly in favor of definite action, so far as may 
be, at the next General Convention. Deeply impressed with the import- 
ance of the subject of liturgical revision, they feel that it ought not to 
continue an open question longer than may be absolutely needed, to com- 
plete the work begun. And while it may be necessary to refer certain 
changes, which are immaterial or in their present form unadvisable, to 
another Convention, they would deprecate the appointment of a perma- 
nent committee, or the introduction of new matter. Of the changes pro- 
posed, they would specify the following, as being both the most import- 
ant and those which, they believe the Church in General Convention is 
prepared to act upon at once. 


I. The setting forth of Proper Psalms for ten Festival Days, also the 
New Tables of Selected Psalms and the Proper Anthems for certain 
Festivals. ' 


II. The following changes in the order for Morning and Evening 
Prayer. 


1. The adding to the Introductory Sentences and their new arrange- 
ment. 

2. The permissive omission of the Exhortation and Confession on 
certain days. 

3. An Alternative Confession for Evening Prayer. 

4. The Benedictus es, as an alternative for the Te Deum. 

5. The Completion of the Benedictus, and the insertion of the Psalm 
De Profundis in the Morning Prayer. And a similar insertion of the 
Magnificat and Nunc Dimittis, in the Evening Prayer. 

6. The allowing the use of an Anthem after the Second Collects of 
both Morning and Evening Prayer, and the permission to close the Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer at this point. 


III. The several changes proposed in the Litany. 

IV. The Prayers and Thanksgivings for especial occasions. 

V. The Penitential Office for Ash Wednesday and also the order of 
Prayer for Thanksgiving-day. 

VI. A short office of Prayer for Sunday occasions. 

VII. The additions made to the Collects, Epistles and Gospels, with 


the exception of the Rubric after the Collects for St. Stephen’s Day, and 
the following Collects: 


1. The one for Monday before Easter. 

2. The one for Tuesday in Easter Week. 
3. The alternate for Whitsunday. 

4. That for Monday in Whitsunweek. 


VIII. The changes proposed in the several offices for Baptism. 
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IX. The changes proposed in the Confirmation Services. 
X. A Service for the Burial of Infants. 


As to the other changes in the occasional offices, they are mainly rubri- 
cal and verbal, and with the exception of the first rubric in the office of 
communion of the sick, meet with the approval of the Committee. 

In conclusion your committee would offer the following resolutions : 


Resolved, That the Convention of the Diocese of Rhode Island approves 
of the proposed changes in the Book of Common Prayer specified in the 


above report. . 
But, forasmuch as great practical difficulties are liable to arise in the 
use of a Prayer Book, that is-in process of change; 


Resolved, That this Convention recommends the passage by the next 
General Convention, of such of the above mentioned changes and such 
only, as can be printed on a leaflet, and used without requiring a reprint 
of the Prayer Book. 


Resolved, That this Convention expresses the hope that whatever 
further changes are to be made, may, if possible, be completed by the 
Convention of 1889.

By purchase, 
donation and exchange about one hundred and twenty-five volumes of 
Historical books have been secured. Never have so many volumes been 
obtained in a single year. Some of the accessions are specially valuable. 
Missionary papers and Magazines of early date, Historical publications 
bound and in pamphlets contribute towards the valuable additions made 
since the last Session of this Convention. 

Donations are as follows: From the Rev. Daniel Goodwin, a mavu- 
script copy of his paper upon the ‘Institution Office” and its authors. 
From Mr. Henry T. Drowne, Volume of Miscellany. From Rev. H. 
Usher Monro, Volumes of Spirit of Missions and General Convention 
Journals, together with Diocesan Journals of Pennsylvania. From Miss 
N. A. Greene and the Woman’s Auxiliary, Books and Pamphlets. By 
exchange with the Registrar of the Diocese of Massachusetts, valuable

The consent of the Committee has been given to the incorporation of 
the Church of the Redeemer, in Providence, R. I. 

The Committee has revised the list of parishes in this diocese, as 
required by the 16th Canon, and in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 4 of the Constitution, and has transmitted the same to the Secre- 
tary of the Convention, to be used at this and any special session of the 
Convention which may be held during the year. The consent of the 
Committee has been given to the request of St. Mark’s parish, Riverside, 
to mortgage the church property of the parish for the sum of one thou- 
sand dollars, 

The Committee passed the following vote: ‘‘That inasmuch as the 
name of St. Matthew’s Church, Jamestown, has been reported to the 
Convention upon the authorized list of the parishes, no further action is 
now necessary in regard to the subject referred by the Convention to the 
Standing Committee, which reference has only been communicated to this 
Committee when the above action was taken.” 

Messrs. John Byron Diman, William Enoch Page and Frank Truman 
Greene have been recommended to the Bishop as candidates for Holy 
Orders.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


The Board of Missions has held its quarterly meetings regularly during 
the year, with E. H. Porter, Secretary, and C. E. Boon, Treasurer. 

Mr. John C. Burrington, of St. John’s, Barrington, a member of the 
Board for ten years, has been removed by death. Hewas seldom absent 
from the meetings of the Board, took an active part in its deliberations, 

,and his counsels were always judicious. 

Mr. Erastus L. Walcott, of the same parish, was chosen in his place. 

The following stations were recommended by the Committee on Stations 
and Salaries, and adopted for the year beginning April 1, 1886, and the 
Missionaries were appointed by the Bishop:

The total amount’of the appropriation has been reduced, $350.09 
The number of stations (14) remain the same. 


There are these items of interest: , 


St. Makk’s, Riversmpe. The Rey. Mr. Cruickshank resigned Septem- 
ber 16, 1885, and removed to the Diocese of Pittsburg. Rev. Mr. Thomp- 
son, of Pennsylvania, took charge for a short time, and resigned. The 
mission is again under the temporary care of Rev. Mr. Chapin, of 
Barrington. 


ASCENSION, WAKEFIELD. Mention ought to pe made of the success in 
improving the financial condition of this parish, which is now more pros- 
perous than at any time before. 
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Sy. Pauv’s, NortH PortsmoutH. Rev. Mr. Pearce, of Northampton, 
Mass., has been appointed to this mission, and the record for the year has 
‘been gratifying. 


TRINITY, PAWTUXET. Rev. Mr. Webb resigned October 1, 1885, leav- 
ing a well-established work which was placed under the care of the Rev. 
Dr. Greer, who assigned the field to Rev. H. M. Bartlett, whose labors 
have been unwearied, and great progress is reported. 


CROMPTON AND Puenrx. Rev. Mr. Pine gave up this station in the 
summer, and September the 13th, Rev. 8. C. M. Orpen, of Indiana, was 
‘appointed in charge. The church in Phenix is nearly ready for consecra- 
tion. Permanent seats have been obtained, and when the gas fixtures are 
procured, the building will be completely furnished. 


If the other missions are not mentioned separately, it is only because 
there are no new features; everywhere there is new life, and the mission- 
ary work throughout the Diocese is Proptea ye to the satisfaction of the 
Board. 

There are interesting points of missionary activity lying outside of our 

jurisdiction, as in Eagle Park, in Anthony, in Johnston, in Thornton and 
in Pawtucket. The story of these enterprises ought somewhere to be 
heard. 

The Board has lately entered upon a more aggressive work in the 
arrangement, with rectors of parishes and missionaries under its appoiut- 

ment, of aseries of special services during the middle week of May. The 
places visited by members of the Board and others, clerical and lay, were 
Wickford, Phenix, Elmwood and Riverside. The purpose of these meet- 
‘ings in different parts of the Diocese was not to give statistics and add 
-funds to the Treasury — no offerings were made —but rather to awaken 
and develop that which lies at the basis of all mission work, the love of 
Christ, and the love of men for His sake. That “these services were 
acceptable and profitable is shown in the desire since in other parishes 
and stations for similar services in the early autumn, and in the hope that. 
they may result in quarterly visitations, something like the old Rhode 
Island Convocation. 

The Board has also arranged this year, at the request of the Rector of 
St. Stephen’s, a missionary meeting to be held on the evening of the first 
day of the Convention, with addresses by clergymen and laymen, invited 
by a Committee of the Board. 

The Board regrets to announce the resignation of its Treasurer, Mri. 
£. Boon, after ten years of faithful and efficient service. It has often 
een a position of great anxiety, but through his efforts, aided by those to 
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whom he has successfully applied, the missionaries have never been 
obliged to wait a single day for their stipends, whatever the condition 
of the Treasury. 

From a report of the Treasurer covering these ten years, we find that 
thirty-two different missionaries have received aid; three of these are still 
receiving it. The total amount of money paid to missionaries is $27,- 
679.64. Only $48.75 have been expended for printing, stationery, post- 
age, etc. 

The largest sum paid in any year for stipends was in 1878, $3,186.67; 
the smallest sum, in 1883, $2,300. 

There is now asmall balance in the Treasury toward the payment due 
July 1. Six hundred dollars more will be wanted this month. If any 
parishes have neglected to send their offerings, an immediate remittance 
is desired. 

These facts tell their own story to the Diocese—$3,000 are needed every 
year to carry on the work of missions as at present organized. The Board 
acts with strictest economy in the adjustment of stipends, consistent 
with the generous support due to those who are struggling with the 
pioneer work, ana discouragements incident to the establishment of mis- 
sions in new fields, or the sustaining of parishes in old and slowly grow- 
ing portions of the Diocese. 

Wecannot do with less; we could use more. Again we appeal to the 
love of the cause for an increased interest in the missions of our Dio- 
cese, and for larger offerings to the Treasury of the Board.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE RELICIOUS 
TRAINING OF THE YOUNG. 


Pursuant to the vote of the last Convention authorizing the Committee 
to call a Conference at some suitable time and place ‘‘ to consider the best 
ways and means of carrying on the Sunday-school work,” circulars were 
recently issued to all the parishes in the Diocese, inviting Sunday-school 
workers and all persons interested in this important question to unite in 
a very free interchange of thought upon the subject. This Conference 
was held on the afternoon and evening of June 2d, at Grace Church,

Providence. The large number of representatives present from the 
various parishes attested the keen interest felt in the matter on all hands. 
At the afternoon session, brief volunteer addresses were invited upon the 
following topics : 

l. ‘*The Relation of Home Training to Sunday-school Work.” 

2. ‘The Scope and Limits of Sunday-school Instruction and its Rela- 
tion to Spiritual Life.” 

3. ‘* Qualifications of Teachers and Normal Classes.” 

4, ‘*How to Combine Instruction and Worship.” 

5. ‘*Sunday-school Libraries; their Quality and Purpose.” 

The subjects, as presented, were so thoroughly discussed in their 
various aspects, by the clergy and laity present, that only three could be 
presented in the limited time set apart for the afternoon session. 

In the evening, after divine service, a most admirable practical address 
upon the general subject of the ‘‘ Religious Training of the Young” was 
delivered by the Rev. W. S. Rainsford, of New York. 

Your Committee feel deeply gratified at the result of this effort to 
awaken a wide-spread interest in a question which lies so elose to the 
vital well-being of the Church, and consider that the wise action of the 
Convention in authorizing such a Conference is fully justified. And your 
Committee would recommend that such gatherings be held more fre- 
quently in the future, and, if possible, in different sections of the Diocese. 

They would further venture to suggest that the Clergy be respectfully 
requested to preach to their eongregations on the third Sunday after 
Easter, in each year, upon some phase of this subject. 

In the opinion of your Committee, the formation of a Sunday-school 
organization in this Diocese, as a branch of the general organization in 
the American Church, would be a wise movement, as tending to awaken 
a larger interest among our people. 

The Committee would close this report by calling attention afresh to 
the specific recommendations set forth at length in the report of last 
year, placing special emphasis upon the necessity of bringing the young 
under the guiding and moulding influence of the Church’s services, as one 
of the most effective means of fixing in the mind the essential truths of 
the faith, as well as quickening the spiritual impulses and directing the 
thoughts towards righteousness and purity of living.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CANONS, NO. 2. 


The Committee on Canons to which was referred the amendment of the 
9d and 3d Sections of Article IV. of the Constitution, approved by the 
Convention at its last session and proposed for final adoption, respect- 
fully report that they have examined said amendments and believe that 
differences of legal construction might possibly arise as to the meaning of 
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the Article thus amended, and they would therefore recommend that the 
Convention do not adopt them. 

They further propose the following as a substitute for the 2d Section 
of Article IV. to be approved by the Convention at its present session, 
and referred for final adoption to the next session of the Convention: 

Ecclesiastical consent may be given by the Bishop and Standing Com- 
mittee acting as the Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese to the forma- 
tion of a parish upon the presentation of a certificate duly signed in 
accordance with the requirements of an act entitled ‘‘An Act for the 
incorporation of Parishes,” passed at the January session of the General 
Assembly, A. D. 1883. 

It shall be the duty of every parish organized as aforesaid, directly on 
completing its organization and complying with said act, to delivera 
copy of the certificate filed by it in the office of the Secretary of State, 
certified by him, to the Standing Committee; and no parish shall be 
admitted to union with this Convention until it shall have complied with 
the provisions of said act and delivered a copy of such certificate to the 
Standing Committee.

THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


By the kind providence of God we are allowed to meet 
together once more in our annual Convention. The ranks 
of the clergy in this diocese have not been invaded by 
death, but there is one name that has long been familiar to 
us, Which to-day ceases to appear in the roll of our lay del- 
egates. Mr. John C. Burrington has been for years a most 
efficient and valuable member of the parish which he repre- 
sented here, and has filled important and responsible offices 
in the diocese, having been elected as one of our Deputies 
to the General Convention, and serving for several years as 
an active member of the Board of Missions. He was a man 
of spotless integrity, a true and loyal friend, a kind and 
most affectionate husband and father, and an exemplary and 
consistent Christian. His robust and vigorous frame, his 
bright and healthful face, his temperate and active habit of 
hfe, would have seemed to indicate that he was destined to 
enjoy a long and useful career, and perhaps there was 
hardly a person in our last Convention who appeared to be 
more secure of life than he. But God has seen fit to take 
him home, and his earthly course is ended. We do not 
- doubt that the Master has called him to the discharge of 
higher duties in a loftier sphere, and that his soul rests in 
peace. 
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On the Sunday following the last Convention, June 14th, 
I opened St. Mary’s Chapel, Warwick, for the summer 
season. 

On Sunday, June 2ist, I held the first service in the 
Berkeley Memorial Chapel, Middletown. This beautiful 
building, with its spacious chancel, its rich and varied 
adornments, its gorgeous memorial windows, its musical 
bell, its solid and aetna walls of stone, is now com- 
pleted and entirely paid for, and there is nothing to hinder 
its speedy consecration. The congregations have been 
much larger than was anticipated, and the chapel has some- 
times been too small for the accommodation of those who 
wished to attend upon the Sunday services. 

On the 29th of July, the old Narragansett Church at 
Wickford was re-opened for Divine service, on which occa- 
sion a very appropriate and admirable discourse was deliy- 
ered by the Rev. Daniel Goodwin, one of the former rectors 
of St. Paul’s Church, Wickford. This was followed by a 
series of sermons and addresses, given by the present 
rector, the Rev. W. W. Ayres, and the Rev. Dr. Henshaw, 
and the Rev. A. B. Flanders, former rectors, and. some 
other clergymen. The greatest credit is due to the church-— 
men of Wickford for the interest which they have mani- 
fested in preserving and renovating this venerable relic of 
the past, the oldest Episcopal church now standing in the 
northern portion of the land. A hundred and eighty years 
have rolled by since the first psalm of praise was sung 
within these sacred walls, and now, without any encroach- 
ment upon the time-honored and ancient architecture, or 
any attempt to improve the primitive and awkward arrange- 
ments of this hallowed temple, it is restored to a sound and 
good condition, and with a little additional expenditure may 
be made to last for many a generation to come. 
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On Sunday, August 23d, I visited St. Peter’s Church, 
Narragansett Pier. The Rev. A. B. Carver has resigned 
the charge of this church, and the Rev. Charles H. Tindell 
has recently taken the rectorship. In the afternoon of the 
same day I confirmed four persons in the Church of the 
Ascension, Wakefield. 

On the 24th of August I laid the corner-stone of St. 
George’s Church, Newport. The address was delivered by 
the Assistant Bishop of New York. This new enterprise is 
an outgrowth of Zion Church, which became extinct as a 
corporation by the sale of its property, with a view to the 
renewal of the services of the Church in a better location ; 
notice of which was given in my last annual address. 

On Sunday, September 12th, I preached twice in St. 
James’s Church, Woonsocket, which had just become vacant 
by the resignation of the rector, the Rev. C. W. K. Morrill, 
he having at the same time signified to me his abandonment 
of the ministry of the Protestant Episcopal Church. In 
accordance with the requirements of the General Canons of 
the Church, on the 6th day of October, 1885, and in the 
presence of the Rev. Dr. C. A. L. Richards and the Rev. 
Robert Murray, Jr., Presbyters, I pronounced the said 
C. W. K. Morrill to be deposed from the ministry of this 
Church. ) 

On the 8th of October I laid the corner-stone of St. | 
Mark’s Church, Riverside, and addresses were delivered by 
the Rey. William M. Chapin and the Rev. William N. 
Ackley. | 

On Sunday, October 11th, I confirmed one person in St. 
Mary’s Church, South Portsmouth, and in the afternoon 
visited the Church of the Holy Cross, Middletown. The 
Rey. D. I. Odell was at this time in charge of these places, 


but has since resigned. 
6 
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On Sunday, October 18th, I confirmed nine in St. Paul’s | 
Church, North Portsmouth. The Rev. J. Sturgis Pearce 
has become the rector of this church, and it is now ina 
very prosperous condition. 

On Sunday, October 25th, I confirmed four in St. Barna- 
bas’s Church, Apponaug. It is remarkable that, notwith- 
standing the continued suspension of business in this village, 
the church is still thriving and prosperous. 

On Sunday, November Ist, I admitted Mr. George R. 
Spink to deacon’s orders, in Grace Church, Providence. 
The candidate was presented by the Rev. Dr. Greer. 

On the 20th of November I laid the corner-stone of the 
new Memorial Building, connected with the St. Ehzabeth 
Home. The constant demands for admission to the privi- 
leges of this institution have been such as to make the 
enlargement of the premises imperative, and many a home- 
less sufferer will have occasion to thank God for the kind 
and generous spirit which has prompted and maintained this 
noble work of benevolence. 

On Sunday, December 12th, I held the first service in St. 
-Mark’s Church, Riverside. A sufficiently spacious and 
artistic edifice has now been erected in this thriving village, 
with the prospect of gathering into our fold a fair propor- 
tion of the people residing there. The Rev. J. Eldred 
Brown, recently ordained, has been appointed to the charge 
of this mission. 

On the 17th of December I officiated at the opening of what 
is known as the Grace Memorial Home in Olneyville. This 
establishment is intended to provide for a want that has 
become very pressing in our manufacturing districts, and its 
purpose is to provide shelter during the day for babes and lit- 
tle children while their mothers are at work in the mills. | The 
relief thus afforded to anxious parents is fully appreciated in 
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this community, and children from all quarters, irrespective 
of church affiliations, are eagerly presented and placed 
under the care of this safe and pleasant home. The little 
ones are here not only sheltered and fed, but they are also 
amused and taught, so far as their age and capacities will 
allow. The institution was founded by the rector of Grace 
Church, and the whole cost of the building, which is in 
every respect all that could be desired in its situation and 
furnishings, was discharged by a lady of St. John’s Church, 
Providence, in memorial of one very near and dear to her, 
whom God had taken to her rest. 

On Sunday, December 20th, I confirmed ten in he 
Church of the Epiphany, Providence. An organ of won- 
derful capacity and sweetness of tone has been placed in 
this church, and the music is now one of the attractive fea- ° 
tures of the Sunday service. 

On Sunday, January 24th, I confirmed five in Emmanuel 
Church, Manville. The Rev. W. W. Sever is now the 
rector of this church, and it was never in a more healthful 
condition. We gladly welcome the return of this good 
brother to the diocese, where for years he served so accept- 
ably. 

On Sunday, January 31st, I confirmed eleven in Christ 
Church, Westerly. 

On Sunday, February 7th, I confirmed nineteen in St. 
James’s Church, Woonsocket. The Rev. William Sheafe 
Chase became the rector of this parish as soon as he received 
priest’s orders, and meanwhile the work of the Lord is 
flourishing abundantly under his hand. 

On Sunday, February 14th, I confirmed seventeen in 
Christ Church, Lonsdale. One-half of the confirmation 
class were prevented from attending the service by the 
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extraordinary flocd of water, which occurred at this period. 
and made it impossible for them to reach the church. 

On the sarhe day the Rev. L. Walter Lott was admitted 
to the Order of Priesthood in the same church, being pre-. 
sented by the Rev. W. W. Sever, one of the former rectors 
of the parish. This is one of the strongest churches in the 
diocese, and under the ministry of the Rev. Mr. Lott, who- 
is now in charge, will not be likely to lose any of its vigor. 

On Sunday, February 21st, I preached in All Saints 
Memorial Church, Providence, in connection with a series of 
special services under the direction of the rector, which we 
trust resulted in much spiritual benefit to those who were in 
attendance. | 

On Sunday, March 5th, I confirmed three in St. Paul’s 
Church, Wickford. The hand of death has recently 
removed from earth many of the older members of this 
ancient parish, but it is to be hoped and believed that a new 
generation, like minded with that which has gone, may be 
raised up to fill the vacant places. 

On Sunday, March 14th, I visited St. George’s Church, 
Central Falls, and St. Philip’s Church, Valley Falls. A 
subscription has been started in the latter village for the 
erection of a church, which I trust will meet with favor.. 
The place is growing in population, and our congregation 
could be much enlarged if better accommodations were pro- 
vided. 

On Sunday, March 21st, I confirmed five in the Church of 
the Good Shepherd, Pawtucket; two in Trinity Church, 
Pawtucket; and fourteen in St. Paul’s, Pawtucket. The 
burden of debt which has oppressed Trinity Church for 
many years is now entirely relieved. 

On Sunday, March 28th, I confirmed nineteen in St. 
Mark’s Church, Warren, and visited St. John’s Church, Bar- 
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rington, in the afternoon, confirming thirteen persons. A 
large addition has been made to this church for Sunday 
dahaol and other parochial uses, as a memorial of Mr. John 
C. Burrington. 

On Sunday, April 4th, I confirmed three in St. Paul’s 
Church, Providence. 

On Sunday, April 11th, I visited St. Michael’s Church, 
Bristol. The confirmation was deferred for a few weeks. 
In the evening I confirmed twenty in Trinity Church, Bris- 
tol. 

On the evening of April 14th, I held a second confirma- 
tion in Christ Church, Lonsdale, and twenty-three were con- 
firmed, making forty in all. A rich and abundant harvest 
has already crowned the labors of the new rector of the 
parish. 

On the evening of April 16th, I confirmed fifteen in St. 
Bartholomew’s Giinveli Cranston. The services are con- 
ducted by the Rev. Hamilton M. Bartlett, one of the assist- 
ant ministers of Grace Church, Providence, and it is very 
gratifying to see the evident marks of revival and renewed 
strength in a parish which had been for some years virtually 
extinct. 

On Palm Sunday morning, I confirmed nine in the new 
St. George’s Church, Newport. The large congregations 
that are already gathered in this commodious edifice indi- 
cate that wisdom was shown in the site selected, and the re- 
organization of the old Zion Church under a new name and 
on a new foundation has strengthened the interest of our 
Communion. It is to be hoped that the comparatively 
small amount of money that is needed in order to relieve 
the church from every encumbrance may very soon be con- 
tributed by the friends of the parish, and then the new 
building will be consecrated to the solemn purposes for

which it is erected. In the afternoon of the same day I 
confirmed eleven in Emmanuel Church, Newport. 

On the evening of April 21st, I held a second confirma- 
tion in St. James’s Church, Woonsocket, and sixteen were 
confirmed, making thirty-five in all. 

On Thursday, in Holy Week, the Rev. Williaa Sheafe 
Chase was admitted to priest’s orders in St. James’s Church, 
Woonsocket. The sermon was preached by the Rey. Dr. 
Greer, and the candidate presented by him. There was a 
very large congregation in attendance, and the prospects of 
this parish were never brighter than they are at the present 
time. 

On Good Friday evening I confirmed sixteen in Christ 
Church, Providence. I am more and more impressed with 
the urgent necessity of a new and more spacious church in 
this important part of the city, and measures are now in 
progress looking to this result, which ought to meet with a 
liberal response. 

On Easter evening I confirmed seventeen in St. Michael’s 
Church, Bristol. 

On Easter day I confirmed aoe in Grace Church, 
Providence, and in the evening confirmed thirty-six in the 
Church of the Messiah, Providence. This parish is ina 
condition of unexampled prosperity, and measures are in 
progress for the erection of a new church and a rectory. 

On Sunday, May 2d, I confirmed twenty in St. John’s 
Church, Providence, and in the evening confirmed nine in 
St. James’s Church, Providence. 

On the 5th of May I confirmed eleven in St. John’s 
Church, Ashton. 

On Sunday, May 9th, I confirmed twenty in All Saints’ 
Memorial Church, Providence. In the evening of the same 
day I confirmed six in St. Mary’s Church, East Providence. 
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The Rey. George R. Spink is now in charge of this church, 
and it is in a highly prosperous condition. 

On the 12th of May I confirmed four in Trinity Chapel, 
Pawtuxet. The mission is now in charge of the Rev. Ham- 
ilton M. Bartlett. 

On the 13th of May I confirmed two in the chapel of the 
Advent, Pawtucket. The prospects in this place are very 
encouraging, and it isa region where the services of the 
Church are much needed. 

On Sunday, May 16th, I confirmed four in St. Philip’s 
Church, Crompton; and in the afternoon confirmed one in 
St. Andrew’s Church, Phenix. The Rev. S. C. M. Orpen 
is now in charge of these two stations, and has entered 
upon his work with great zeal and a good prospect of suc- 
cess. 

On Sunday, May 23d, 1 confirmed ten in St. Thomas's 
Church, Greenville. The rector of this church has taken in 
charge two new missionary stations in the neighborhood of 
Greenville. In the afternoon I confirmed six in St. Peter’s 
Church, Manton, and the congregation was the largest that 
I have ever seen in this church. The Rev. Mr. Cocroft, 
rector of the Church of the Messiah, Providence, is now in 
charge of this station. In the evening I confirmed six in 
the Church of the Saviour, Providence. 

On the 26th of May I contirmed two sick persons in pri- 
vate from All Saints’ Memorial Church, Providence. 

On Sunday, May 30th, I confirmed thirteen in St. Luke’s 
Church, East Greenwich. The decorations of this church 
are now complete, and the general effect is exceedingly 
beautiful. 

On the afternoon of Ascension Day I confirmed forty-one 
in St. Stephen’s Church, Providence. 

On the evening of June 4th I confirmed eight in St. 
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Thomas’s Church, Providence. There is need of a new and 
larger church edifice, and we have reason to think that such 
a church will soon be provided. 

On the Sunday after Ascension I confirmed twenty in 
Trinity Church, Newport, and twelve in St. John’s Church, 
Newport. 

The whole number confirmed is five hundred and forty- 
four. 

There are two or three churches where confirmation has 
been deferred in order to give the new rectors sufficient 
time for preparation. It is gratifying to find that in several 
places where for years very few and perhaps no new names 
have been added to the list of communicants, during the 
past year large classes have been presented for confirmation, 
while the number of baptisms is correspondingly large.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


With few exceptions the condition of the churches in this 
diocese was never more prosperous than at the present 
time. The revival and renewed activity of some of our 
parishes, where the services had been for some time sus- 
pended, is very encouraging. New stations are all the 
while opening for missionary work ; in several cases with a 
fair prospect of our being able to establish the church ona 
permanent foundation. There are four new churches now 
awaiting consecration—St. Andrew’s, Phenix; St. Mark’s, 
Riverside ; St. George’s, Newport, and the Berkeley Memo- 
rial, Middletown. The monthly meetings of the clergy 
have been sustained with interest and are found to be profit- 
able in many ways. The Woman’s Missionary Auxiliary 
continues to prosecute its work with the greatest vigor, 
discretion and zeal. Our Diocesan Board of Missions is 
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doing all that it can with the somewhat limited resources put 
at its disposal. Iam happy to say, however, that a large 
amount of additional missionary work in the diocese is 
carried on by the enterprise and contributions of individual 
parishes, which, at the same time, fall behind no other 
churches in what they give directly through the Board. 
Last year the Convention voted adversely to the new plan 
proposed by the General Board of Missions, for the collec- 
tion of funds. There can, however, be no objection to its 
adoption in those churches which prefer to do so, and I 
should rejoice to find that every parish in the diocese had 
contributed in some way to the general missions of the 
Church. It is gratifying to find that the contributions of 
this diocese to general missions continue to exceed those of 
any other diocese, in proportion to the number of communi- 
cants. 


ST. MARY’S ORPHANACE. 


The St. Mary’s Orphanage continues to carry on its noble 
and beneficent work, in rescuing helpless babes and chil- 
dren from the pangs of poverty, the evils of neglect and the 
contamination of evil. Everything is done that can be done 
to make this a pleasant home for the little ones who are 
gathered here. The greatest care is taken in regard to all 
the sanitary arrangements, the food provided is abundant 
and nourishing, the discipline firm, but mild and gentle, 
while the effect of their good training is strikingly seen in 
the gentle manner of the children and their singularly quiet 
and courteous demeanor. ‘The seeds of piety and grace that 
are sown in their hearts cannot fail to bring forth fruit in its 
season. The building is now somewhat overcrowded and 
larger accommodations are needed, more especially to pro- 
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vide for sick children whom it may be desirable to remove 
from contact with others, and we trust that God will put it 
into the hearts of Christ’s disciples to speedily furnish the 
means which are needed in order to complete this desirable 
work. When we look at the children gathered in the 
Orphanage, clothed in their neat and comfortable apparel, 
their faces radiant with life and health, and hear them say 
their simple prayers and sing their holy songs, and then 
remember where they might have been and what they might 
have been doing, if they had never found a shelter here ; 
and when, still further, we recall the,words of our adorable 
and blessed Saviour, ‘‘ Suffer the little children to come 
unto Me,” who would not regard it as a choice privilege to 
aid in carrying out a mission like this — a mission which we 
know must have the benediction of God? 

The management of affairs is in the hands of a Board of 
women, who thoroughly understand their work, and every- 
thing is conducted with great care and economy. It Is 
indispensable to the carrying on of the Orphanage that there 
should be a steady and liberal supply of funds from the 
friends of the institution, and I am glad to hear that so 
many of our country churches have already shown their 
interest by stated and regular contributions. 


THE ST. ELIZABETH HOME. 

The new building which has been annexed to the St. 
Elizabeth Home will enable the managers in some degree to 
meet the pressing demands that are constantly made for 
admission to the privileges of this institution, on the part 
of those who have no other congenial and comfortable refuge 
in the hour of their incurable sickness. Many an aching 
heart has already been relieved, and many a bitter fear for 
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the future alleviated by the quiet shelter afforded in this 
Christian Home, while others are waiting in anxious expect- 
ancy for the hour when they will find themselves under the 
shadow of this protecting roof, here to find such repose and 
rest as God may see fit to grant them, until the time of their 
departure comes. No language can describe the relief which 
such a Home as this affords to those who know that their 
days are numbered; to be hopelessly sick and homeless, 
sick and alone, is the saddest of lots, and it is to relieve, as 
far as possible, this terrible doom that the St. Elizabeth 
Home was founded. , 

The expenses incurred must of necessity be somewhat 
heavy, and with the erection of the new building they will 
of course be very much increased, although not in the same 
proportion with the additional number of inmates. As the 
Home is open to applicants from every part of the State, it 
is right and proper that the churches throughout the Diocese 
should be called upon to aid in its support, and I trust that 
every parish will remember the St. Elizabeth Home. 


GRACE MEMORIAL HOME. 


The Grace Memorial Home, recently opened in Olney- 
ville, has met with the greatest favor, and from forty to fifty 
children find shelter there during the hours that their 
mothers are occupied in their daily work. Everything 
pertaining to the establishment is well ordered and com- 
plete, and its privileges are thoroughly appreciated by the 
persons for whose special benefit the Home was erected. 
It has now become an incorporated body, for the purpose of 
establishing similar institutions in other parts of the State 
and city. Donations and bequests of money, with a view to 
carrying out this design, would be gratefully received by 
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the managers. I commend this subject to the careful con- 
sideration of the clergy in the manufacturing towns and 
villages. 

The rooms of the Memorial Home are used for other pur- 
poses beside the shelter of children during the day; 
mothers’ meetings are held in the evening for instruction 
and social intercourse, which are largely attended. Young 
girls are also trained in all departments of domestic life and 
housekeeping, and no one can estimate the good that is 
likely to result. It may be a novel thing for the church to 
identify itself with such matters as these, but it is not likely 
to weaken her influence, especially among the working 
classes. 

The doors of the three institutions of which I have been 
speaking are open to all who need, irrespective of creed, 
religion or denomination. 


THE BERKELEY SCHOOL. 


This popular school, recently opened by the Rev. George 
Herbert Patterson, has now become incorporated, with a 
Board of Trustees, as a permanent Diocesan institution. 
The success which it has already attained may be regarded 
as an indication of the greater prosperity to which it may 
be destined in the future, while its permanence is secured 
by the new foundation upon which it is to rest. It 1s to be 
hoped that, in process of time, donations and bequests from 
those who are interested in church education may be be- 
stowed upon the school as the basis of more extended use- 
fulness. The diocese will be benefited by the fact that pro- 
vision is made for the free education of postulants and 
candidates for the ministry on the recommendation of the 
Bishop. It is, of course, impossible to foretell what may 
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grow out of the incorporation of the Berkeley School in 
days to come; the foundation is securely laid, and we trust 
that a solid and abiding superstructure may be reared upon 
it. | 

THE YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 

I heartily commend to the attention of the clergy and 
laity of the diocese a movement which is now in progress 
for the erection of a spacious building, in some central loca- 
tion in the city of Providence, under the auspices of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. The range of opera- 
tions contemplated by this Association is very extensive, 
and there are now enrolled about two thousand persons in 
the list of members, which number will undoubtedly be 
greatly increased as soon as more attractive and spacious 
accommodations are provided. As has been well said in the 
appeal recently issued, “This building, with its complete 
gymnasium and health department, its reading room and 
fine library, its evening classes for instruction, its pleasant 
parties and social life, its lectures and amusements, its 
employment agency, and all other means for making it an 
elevating and attractive home for young men, will be of 
inestimable value to the city.” In view of the proposed 
closing of all the fascinating liquor saloons that now line our 
streets, it might be well to append still another department 
to the work of the Association, in which provision may be 
made for the physical as well as the moral and intellectual 
needs of the young men, in the form of a well-conducted 
restaurant or otherwise. The sum of $150,000is asked for in 
order to the erection of the new building, and I have no 
doubt that the members of our communion will do their 
full share in carrying on this noble work. “The benefits of 
the building will be open to all young men of Providence, 
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Irrespective of religious belief,” and it should not be for- 
gotten by those who live in our country towns and villages, 
that by far the greater proportion of the young men who 
are to be benefited are from the country districts. 


THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 


The most important question that will be likely to come 
before the approaching General Convention is the ratification 
or non-ratification of the proposed amendments or enrich- 
ments of the Book of Common Prayer. Ifthe matter could 
have been canonically disposed of at the last Convention it 
is very likely that the changes reported by the committee 
would have been adopted by an overwhelming vote, but, 
with the passage of time, it seems to be regarded as a fore- 
gone conclusion that no final action will be taken at present. 
Some of our dioceses have already instructed their deputies 
to vote in that direction. It required the labor of some 
fifteen or twenty years in order to secure the adoption of a 
new hymnal, and it may possibly involve a similar delay 
before any important changes or modifications or enrich- 
ments in the Book of Common Prayer can be expected, 
however desirable they may be. Meanwhile, those of us 
who have passed the meridian of life must be content to 
leave the stage without having the opportunity to avail our- 
selves of the benefits to be derived from these improve- 
ments. | 

I trust that steps may be taken by the General Conven- 
tion for the establishment in some form of Courts of Appeal, 
for although the trial of a clergyman for offences against 
morality or for error in doctrine is happily very rare, and 
the presumption is always in favor of the strictest impartial- 
ity on the part of our diocesan tribunal, it is still a suppos- 
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able case that through the influence of prejudice or some 
peculiar doctrinal bias in a given locality, there may be 
occasion to question the justness of the decision that is 
reached, and if so, it would seem to be on all accounts 
desirable to have an opportunity for redress. 

I am still of the opinion expressed several years ago that 
there should be a change in the basis of representation i our 
General Convention ; not merely or mainly because it is be- 
coming unwieldy in size, but for the reason that in the gen- 
eral legislation of the church, it is hardly fair that the vote 
of the diocese like New York should have no more weight 
than that of any one of a dozen or fifteen other dioceses, 
the aggregate strength of which no more than equals that of 
New York alone. There are sixteen dioceses with a sum 
total of 37,319 communicants, while there are not less 
than 42,582 in the diocese of New York. In fourteen dio- 
ceses there are 296 clergy, and in New York there are 330. 
There is perhaps little reason to expect that any such change 
as these facts might seem to warrant will be made at the 
present time, but sooner or later it may be found to be 
imperative. 


BISHOPS DECEASED. 


During the last year three of our Bishops have been re- 
moved by death. When we met together in our last Gen- 
eral Convention there was nothing to indicate that their end 
was near, and neither of them had reached the full period of 
years allotted to man. They have left a blameless record 
and will be sadly missed, not only in their own immediate 
spheres of labor, but also in the General Councils of the 
Church. 

Perhaps there was no member of the House of Bishops 
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who identified himself more thoroughly with almost every 
important matter that came before us than Bishop Lay, of 
the diocese of Easton, and none whose words carried more 
weight. 

Bishop Young, of Florida, had the great satisfaction of 
seeing a diocese which, when he took it in charge, was com- 
paratively feeble, advance steadily and constantly in strength, 
with a large incvease in the number of churches and clergy. 

Bishop Robertson, of Missouri, was greatly beloved and 
revered by all who knew him. At the time of his election 
to the Episcopate he had not attained the canonical age 
required for consecration, but his youth never stood in the 
way of his influence and usefulness, for in him were com- 
bined in a very extraordinary degree the gravity and dignity 
of age with the fervor and activity of youth. 

These good men God has taken, and they rest from their 
labors. The memory of the just is blessed. 

And now, brethren, I commend you to God and to the 
word of His grace, which is able to build you up and to 
give you an inheritance among all them which are sanctified. 
Let us all try to be more faithful in the days to come than 
we have been in the time that is past, more pure and holy 
in our lives, more self-sacrificing and devoted to the service 
of Christ, and more single and earnest in our efforts to win 
souls to Him. As the end draws near, all that has been 
done at the instigation of personal ambition or to win 
applause from men, all that has been done to eratify vain 
speculation and the pride of reason, will be looked back 
upon with shame and sorrow and deep contrition. If any- 
thing has been allowed to come between us and Christ, any- 
thing to obscure His glory or lead sinners to suppose that 


they can find peace and pardon and salvation anywhere but 
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in Him, if our lives have not been in accordance with the 
doctrine of Christ, it will increase the sadness of the retro- 
spect. In the review of the past, if we find that in these or 
any other matters we have been deficient, asking forgive- 
ness for the things which are behind, let us press forward to 
the things which are before, striving with all our might. to 
do the work assigned us by God and to live in strict accord- 
dance with the law of the Gospel. Henceforth let every 
thought and effort be devoted to the service of Him in 
whose blessed work we profess to have enlisted, that when- 
ever the Master calleth for us, we may be found ready.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD FOR THE RELIEF OF WIDOWS 
AND ORPHANS. 


The Board for the Relief of Widows and Orphans, ete., etc., would 
respectfully report that $1,375 have been paid during the past year to 
four beneficiaries. The principal of the fund is now $22,725.21, having 
increased $597.12 since the last session of the Convention. Of this in- 
crease, $200 was a bequest of the late Mrs. Edward Carrington, whose 
interest was always great in charitable works of this Board. 

It is very gratifying to see that the discussion regarding annual con- 
tributions to this Fund in the last Convention has been productive of 
good result. All but seven parishes have this year fulfilled this Canoni- 
cal duty.

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RULES OF ORDER 
AND 
A STANDING ORDER OF BUSINESS 


OF THE 


Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Rhode Island. 


I. RULES OF ORDER. 


1, Onthe first day of the Convention, after Divine Service, and a 
recess of fifteen minutes, the Convention shall proceed at once to busi- 
ness, and shall remain in session until the business for the first day is 
ended. 


2. When the President takes the chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the chair. 


3. The members of the Convention shall sit in pews contiguous to one 
another—the delegates of each church occupying one pew. 


4. Nomember shall absent himself from the Convention unless he 
have leave or be unable to attend. 


5. All special committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Convention. | 


6. A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment of 
the Convention, and shall not again be drawn into debate during the ses- 
sion, unless with the consent of two-thirds of the members present. 


7. When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to the 
Convention, he shall arise and with due respect address himself to the 
President, and confine himself strictly to the point in debate. 

8. When two members chance to rise at the same time, the President 
shall determine to whom the preference shall be given; and all questions 
of order the President shall decide, subject to an appeal to the Convention. 

9. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
without leave. 


10. No motion shall be acted upon until seconded, and when required, 
reduced to writing. 
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11. When the President is putting any question, the members shall 
continue in their seats, and shall not hold any private conversation to the 
interruption of the Convention. 

12. Every member who is in the Convention when any question is put, 
shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be personally interested in the 
question, or excused by the President. 

13. When a motion is under consideration, no other motion shall be 
made, except to postpone, to amend, to divide, or to commit. 

14. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

15. The yeas and nays shall be called and entered on the minutes, when 
required by one-fifth of the members present. 

16. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Convention may 
resolve itself into a committee of the whole. 

17. All elections, when required by two members, shall be by ballot. 

18, All other questions shall be decided viva voce, or by hand vote, 
unless a ballot be called for by two members. 

19. When any vote is taken by orders, the names of the clergy and 
parishes voting in the affirmative and negative respectively, shall be dis- 
tinctly announced before the result is declared, and shall be entered on 
the minutes of the Convention. f 

20. In all elections by ballot, the name of each clergyman entitled to a 
vote shall be called: whereupon he shall deposit his vote in a receptacle 
in charge of tellers, who shall remain in some convenient place until all 
have voted. The lay vote shall be received in the same manner. The 
tellers shall report to the Chair the number of votes cast, the number 
necessary for a choice, and the number for the respective candidates. 
The President or Chairman shall thereupon announce the result of the 
ballot. This report shall be placed on file. 

21. The sittings of the Convention shall be open to all persons who 
choose to attend, unless otherwise ordered in the Convention. 

22. After the first day, the minutes of the preceding day shall be read 
each morning at the opening of the Convention, and, if necessary, cor- 
rected; and before the rising of the Convention, the proceedings of the 
session on the last day shall be read. 

23. When the Convention is about to rise, every member shall keep 
his seat until the President leaves his chair. 

24, All propositions for the adoption, amendment or appeal of Canons, 
or of Rules of Order, or of Standing Order of Business, shall, before 
action thereon, be referred to the Committee on Canons. 

25. None of the Rules of Order shall be suspended without the consent 
of two-thirds of the members present. 

26. The foregoing Rules of Order shall be read at the opening of every 


Convention, and shall be of force, unless repealed by a vote of the Con- 
vention.
